ULTIMATUM TO GREECE 


Greek Cabinet Meets to Consider De­ 
mands For Reparations Due to 


Killing of Italians 


SOME CLAUSES HUMILIATING 


Ant lien-, Aug 30—The Green cabi­ 
net in«*t today t > <*on.-i<l«*r ihc Ita l­ 
ian ultimatum which gives this coun­ 
try 24 hour- to make reparation for 
fhe massa«r«* ol five Italian officers 
in Greek territory. 
Premier Gonata- stated 
to

The premier adiled that

Agreement Concluded Placing Main­ 
tenance Men on 8-Hour Days 


and Assuring Mine Protection

Harrisburg, Pa., Aug 30— Anthra­ 
cite coal operators look with disfa­ 
vor upon certain phases of the Pin- 
chot proposal for settlement of the 
threatened coal strike. 
Some of the owners, it is learned, 
>n indisputable authority today, are 
-trough* opjiosed to complete r«*eog- 
uitioli of the union against 
which 
they have fought for years. 
An agreement was concluded be­ 
tween mine union leaders and oper­ 
ator representatives today, placing 
maintenance men on the eight-hour 
day basis, thus assuring protection 
of the mines in tlie event the strike 
takes place September 1. 
An earlier «»lfer of the 
operators 
was rejected by the 
miners. 
The 
agreement was announeed by 
the 
miners alt«*r the operators had left 
for Philadelphia to eon.-iiler the Pin- 
eliot proposal. 
The operators refuse to give any 
public expression of their sentiments 
until they submit their answer 
to 
Governor Pinchot tomorrow 
noon. 
But it is known several of them be­ 
lieve acceptance of the peace offer 
made by the governor would involve 
an enoromous concession on 
their 
part. 
Both sides are eacausing today on 
the proposal— the miners here and 
the operators on their way to Ph ila­ 
delphia. 
The general scale committee of tlie 
miners is considering the four points 
outlined by tlie governor anti it was 
indicated by some of them that 
the 
suggestions might be accepted. 
Pinchot’s proposal, given out last 
night was: 
1— A ten percent wage 
increase 
for tlie men. 


2— A “ half way check-off” permit­ 
ting the union to collect dues from 
the men at the mines on payday, but 
also providing that 
the 
operators 
shall fully recognize the union.

out to the people as being sound, 
and guided by good banking ofiicers.

until they submit their answer 
to 


Governor Pinchot tomorrow 
noon. 


But it is known several of them be- 
lieve acceptance of the peace offer5 


made by the governor would involve 
an enoromous concession on their 
part. 


Both sides are cacausing today on 


the proposal — the miners here and 
the operators on their way to Phila- 
delphia. 


The general scale committee of the 


miners is considering the four points 
outlined by the governor and it was 
indicated by some of them that 
th~e 


suggestions might be accepted. 


Pinchot's proposal, given out last 


night was: 


1 — A ten percent wage increase 


for the men. 


2 — A ''half way cheek-off" permit-. 


ting the union to collect dues from 
the men at the mines on payday, but 
also providing that the operators 
shall fully recognize the union.

Coal Strike Effects 


AVliilo anthracite coal is probably 


ihr most drsirablc solid fuel for do- 
mestic heating, it is by no menus a 
necessity, as people in this section of 
Uie coiuilry learm-d during tile war, 
when anthracite approached tile lux- 
ury state anil hard coal burners be- 
came a drag on the nr.irket. 


It seems to the average household- 


er (hat i'i' the anthracite operators. 
:ind miners keep on splitting hairs, 
they are going to talk 
themselves 


completely out of a market because 
there are many acceptable substi- 
tutes available, most :)f 
which arc 


cheaper than hard coal. 


The, price of anthracite is already 


prohibitive to (he average user of 


coal for household heating-purposes, 
.ind if the miners and operators, ac- 
cept the proposal of Governor Pin- 
clot of Pennsylvania to add ten per 
cent to the miners' wages, the con- 
sumer will pay the increase and the 
price will .so so high that the mar- 
ket for anthracite will be ruined. 


The last anthracite received 
in 


Rushville cost local dealers from $14 
to $15 a ton, delivered .on the rail- 
road siding in Rushville. This docs 
not take into consideration losses by 
degradation, cost"1- items 'and 
the 


dealer's fair margin of profit. Freight 
is a big item in the cost of anthra- 
cite to Indiana consumers, amount- 
ing on the last shipments made here, 
to $5.50 a ton. Figures on the cost 
of anthracite delivered to dealers in 
various cities of the state have been 
compiled by the United States coal 
commission and made public through 
the press. 


Other substitute fuels, according 


to experts of the U. S. department of 
the interior, which can be drawn up- 
on ill the case of a' hard coal short- 
age are -coke, fuel oil, briquettes and 
the steam sfees of anthracite. ,In- 
telligent people, using intelligent fir- 
ing methods, can face the prospect 
of all anthracite famine with equan- 
imity. 


When one lias learned to use coke 


the service obtained is comparable in 
many ways with anthracite, accord-. 
ing to O. P. Hood, chief mechanical 
engineer of the bureau of mines, in 
a report just made public. There arc 
those that even prefer coke. It is 
clean to handle, smokeless, and un- 
der proper damper control gives a 
>teady heat. Coke is so much more 
bulky than anthracite that the bin 
will not hold a.s many tons, deliveries 
must usually be made more often, 
and the furnace must be filled more 
frequently. There is a knack iu burn- 
ing coke, also, that must be acquired 
at the expense of u little patience 
and thought. 'Some coke does 
not 


kindle i|uite as readily as anthracite 
but once going the fire is apt to burn 
too fast unless the draft is checked. 
The'cokti bed lies so lightly tfmt air 
goes through easily, and the porous 
structure of the coke gives a ) very 
large surface for burning. This 
all 


means a little more care.and under- 
standing in managing dampers. It is
